This is described as an original and brilliant 
story of incident and adventure, told with a zest 
and spirit which render the book one of the most 
entertaining of recent works of fiction. 


Estes & LAUvuRIAT have just issued a hand- 
some edition of the fables of La Fontaine 
translated by Elizur Wright. This version, 
which has the reputation of being the best and 
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only complete English translation, is issued now 
in two volumes with thirteen fine etchings by Le 
Rat, from designs of E, Adam. 


LITTLE, BRowN & Co. have just ready a hand- 
some cheap Author’s Edition of Parkman’s ‘‘ Or- 
egon Trail.” This issue contains the author’s 
latest corrections, his prefaces to the 4th edition 
(1872) and that to the illustrated edition (1892), 
and four full-page illustrations by Frederic Rem- 
ington. At the price of one dollar this is a re- 
markably cheap and handsome volume. They 
also call attention to their fine Library Edition 
and the Popular Ldition of Parkman’s other 
works. 


Funk & WAGNALLS CoMPANY have just ready 
the first volume of their two-volume ‘‘ Standard 
Dictionary of the English Language.”’ This vol- 
ume has been four years in making; two hundred 
and thirty-eight editors and specialists have 
been employed upon it; and the cash outlay, itis 
claimed, has been about a half million dollars. 
The advance orders for the work, according to 
the publishers, mount up into the tens of thou- 
sands. The vocabulary of the ‘‘ Standard Dic- 
tionary” is extraordinarily rich and full, the 
words and phrases recorded under the letter A 
alone amounting to 19,736. The full number of 
words and terms in the dictionary for the entire 
alphabet is put at 300,000. 


G. P. PuTNAm’s Sons have just issued a vol- 
ume entitled ‘‘ Authors and Their Publishers 
in Ancient Times,” by George Haven Putnam. 
The work, according to Mr. Putnam, is ‘‘ a sketch 
of literary conditions and of the relations with 
the public of literary producers, from the earliest 
times to the invention of printing.” The book 
as originally written was planned to form a pre- 
liminary chapter, or general introduction, to a 
history of the origin and development of proper- 
ty in literature, a subject in which the author has. 
for some time interested himself. The progress 
of the history has, however, the author states, 
been ‘‘so seriously hampered by engrossing 
business cares, and also by an increasing neces- 
sity for economizing eyesight, that the date of 
its completion remains very uncertain.” As the 
work of so conscientious and painstaking an au- 
thor the book may safely be considered as of per- 
manent value. 


MACMILLAN & Co, will publish very shortly a 
work on ‘“‘ Mental Development in the Child and 
the Race,” by Professor J]. Mark Baldwin, of 
Princeton, editor of the Psychological Review 
and author of the ‘* Handbook of Psychology,”’ 
etc, This book is to be a contribution to genetic 
and comparative psychology. It willdeal in detail 
with the child’s menta] growth, and with ques- 
tions concerning the nature and capacities of the 
animal mind. Although the book is to be main- 
ly scientific in its method and results, the author 
hopes to interest teachers of a psychological turn 
by such chapters as ‘‘ Educational Bearings of 
Imitation,” ‘‘ Social Suggestion,” ‘‘ Habit. and 
Accommodation,” etc. They have nearly ready 
for publication. under the title ‘‘ Pain, Pleasure, 
and Aésthetics,” an essay by H. R. Marshall 
concerning the psychology of pain and pleasure 
with special reference to esthetics. Some parts 
of the argument have already been presented in 
the pages of Mind. They have just ready a 
daintily illustrated edition of the *‘ Humorous 
Poems” of Tom Hood, with an introduction by 
Canon Ainger.

The composite 
structure of the Book of Job is illustrated by the use 
of three different colors. The original portions of the 
poem are printed in black without any additional col- 
oring, while subsequent additions are placed in blocks 
of different colors—namely, blue, red, or green; blue 
indicating parallel com itions; red, corrective inter- 
polations conforming the speeches of Job to the spirit 
of the orthodox doctrine of retribution; and green in- 
dicating polemical interpolations directed against the 
tendency of the poem.

Publishers are requested to furnish title-page proofs 
and advance information of books forthcoming, both for 
entry in the lists and for descriptive mention. An early 
copy of each book published should be forwarded, as it 
is of the utmost importance that the entries of books 
be made as promptly and as perfectly as possible. In 
many cases booksellers depend on the WEkKLYy solely for 
their information. The Record of New Publications of 
Tue PusiisHers’ WEEKLY is the material of ‘‘ The Ameri- 
can Catalogue’? and so forms the basis of all trade 
bibliography in the United States.

WHILE it may not be within the province of a 
book trade journal tocriticise any of the features 
of the proposed tariff bill, nevertheless, as one 
interested in education and the advancement of 
learning, we cannot help expressing a. regret 
that the Committee on Ways and Means of the 
House of Representatives did not recognize the 
wisdom of extending more generally the privi- 
lege of importing English books published with- 
in twenty years from the date of importation. 
This duty, especially since the ‘passage of the 
international copyright law, has little or no justi- 
fication, because English books copyrighted in 
this country are already protected ; and as for 
the revenue from those not so protected that 
seems insignificant when compared with the 
benefit that might be derived by students who 
are now often deterred from buying such books 
because of the needless difficulties placed intheir 
way. It is to be hoped that when the section in 
question comes up for debate our lawmakers 
will consider the matter in favor of a worthy if 
not abundantly large portion of the community. 





THE announcement made last month by one of 
the largest mercantile concerns in the West, that 
there will be no more dating ahead and that its 
terms of thirty days will hereafter be strictly ad- 
hered to, offers an example that we hope will be 
widely followed everywhere in this country. 





Dating ahead is an unmitigated nuisance that has 
been too long tolerated, and strong and concert- 
ed efforts should be made to abolish it, if not at 
the end of this year, then certainly at the begin- 
ning of the next. Another point that needs set- 
tling is the length of a month. Generally speak- 
jng, a month is supposed to be composed of thirty, 
or at the most, thirty-one days. This is the 
month that we meet with on our calendars. A 
counting-house month, however, is often much 
longer. It has been known to stretch out to 
close on ninety days, sometimes beyond that. It 
is not, as an English contemporary once humor- 
ously put it, ‘‘accompanied with interest—in fact, 
the only interest attached to it is that which the 
man who has parted with his goods feels in trying 
to realize the date upon which he may expect pay- 
ment. The ‘clear month’ which*elapses some- 
times between the receipt of a statement on the 
one hand and the receipt of the cash on the other 
is decidedly clear, especially when the pay-day 
happens to fall somewhere near the end of the 
succeeding month. When this occurs it proves 
the exception to the rule of ‘ what is, is,’ for in 
such a case it will be found that what is (or 
should be) isn’t.” 


WORTHINGTON C, Forp, chief of the Bureau 
of Statistics, has transmitted to the House Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means, through Secretary 
Carlisle, statistics illustrating the commercial ex- 
perience of the United States under the present 
tariff. The statistics relating to the imports, 
free and dutiable, of books, maps, and printed 
matter generally, entered for consumption in the 
United States, with the duties collected, are 
given on the following page (1002). The table 
shows the values of imports, free and dutiable, 
the amount of duty paid on each item, and the 
equivalent ad valorem rate, for the four years 
1890-1893; they include the trade figures for one 
full year before the passage of the tariff act of 
1890, and the returns of 1893. The tables are 
similar in arrangement to the old form of state- 
ment, with the exception that the ‘‘ average val- 
ues per unit of quantity,” designed to show the 
price per unit of quantity imported, have been 
omitted. 

In addition to the facts given in the table in this 
issue, the following may also be interesting: The 
values of the books and other printed matter with- 
drawn from warehouse for the use of the United 
States was $24 in 1892 and $262 in 1893. The 
expenditure for public printing and binding was 
in 1890: $2,830,042.78 ; in 1891 : $3,175,737-46 ; 
in 1892: $3,237,723-55; and in 1893: $3,235,052.33. 
The expenses of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing were in 1890: $993,364.84; in 1891: 
$1 081,052.65; in 1892: $1,123,033.84; and in 
1893 : $1,039,842.57.

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“ THE CENTURY’S” WORLD’S FAIR 
EXHIBIT TRANSPLANTED. 


One of the most interesting features at the 
World’s Fair was the exhibit of the Century 
Company. That exhibit has now been placed 
in the office of the Century Company, in East 
Seventeenth Street, as a permanent exhibit, and 
visitors to the office will find the collection just 
as it appeared in Chicago. 

The exhibit includes original drawings for 
magazines, manuscripts of famous writers, and 
other rare specimens that are interesting to ar- 
tistic and literary people. It also shows how il- 
lustrations are prepared for publication, giving 
each succeeding step of the operation, and show- 
ing the different methods employed... 

An interesting feature of the exhibit is a case 
illustrating the evolution of the dictionary, which 
contains the first dictionary ever published, and 
shows the improvements that were made in each 
following one until the first little book of little 
information developed into the fine ‘‘ Century 
Dictionary ” of the present day. 

The historical exhibit contains letters of Grant 
and Lincoln, including Lincoln’s inaugural ad- 
dress, his call for 75,000 volunteers, his first war 
order, and letters from Jefferson Davis to him. 
The pencil which General Horace Porter lent 
General Lee when he surrendered to General 
Grant is among the interesting war-time relics. 

A fine collection of original drawings which 
have from time to time appeared in the Century 
Company’s publications are handsomely framed, 
and are hung about the room. One set of pict- 
ures that is especially valuable is that of the il- 
lustrations which appear in ‘‘ The Century Dic- 
tionary.” 





THE SALE OF THE HAZLITT MSS. 


_ Tue collection of Hazlitt manuscripts and rare 
books, to which reference has already been made, 
was sold the last week in November by Sotheby, 
Wilkinson & Hodge, London. The following 
are some of the more important and interesting 
items: Three folio volumes of Hazlitt papers. 
The one containing thirty-three autograph let- 
ters from Charles Lamb and his sister, and a 
copy of verses by the former accidentally dis- 
covered some years ago, having formed the wrap- 
per for a lock of hair, £87(Robson), Theseries 
of epistles addressed by William Hazlitt to Pat- 
more on the love-affair which formed the object 
of the ‘‘ Liber Amoris,” and also one to the sub- 
ject of his passion, Sarah Walker, together with 
some manuscripts of essays, £35 (Pearson). The 
volume described as ‘‘ Select Correspondence,” 
with long letters from Leigh Hunt on the Shelley 
question, and communications to the Hazlitts 
from Wordsworth, Charles Kemble, Dickens, 
Carlyle, Bewick, Daniel O’Connell, Douglas Jer- 
rold,and others 4£12(Baddeley). The original 
manuscript of the ‘‘ Liber Amoris,” £32(Barker); 
the ‘‘ Diary of Mrs. Hazlitt written during her 
stay in Scotland in 1822,” £11 (Pearson); aseries 
of autograph essays, including some of Hazlitt’s 
best, and many unpublished, £22 (Pearson); and 
one of his letters to Leigh Hunt, £9. The origi- 
nal draft of Hunt’s first letter to Hazlitt on the 
Shelley criticisms and other topics (filling six 
quarto pages), which never. left Hunt's hands, 
and after his death came into the possession of 
Mr..W. C. Hazlitt, £20, ros. (Pickering), ‘This 
had the interest of being different from the letter 


actually sent, which was modified on reflection. 
Of the various original printed editions of Haz- 
litt’s works, the author’s own copies, except a 
few that had belonged to Mary Lamb and Laman 
Blanchard, sold for £10; and Samuel Daniel’s 
Poetical Works, 1718, 2 vols., once in the pos- 
session of Charles Lamb, and enriched with notes 
by him and his friend Coleridge, and presented 
to Mr. Registrar Hazlitt by Mary Lamb, £13 
1os. (Baddeley). A letter from Byron written 
just after his first speech in the House of Lords, 
and criticising himself with regard to his delivery 
of it, brought £10 15s.; and another to Hodgson, 
in which he describes a meeting with a lady to 
whom he was attached when a boy (an unpub- 
lished letter), £9. The two days’ sale realized 
about £1800.

OBITUARY. 
JOHN E. POTTER, 


JoHN E. PoTrTer, the founder, and for over 
forty years the senior member, of the well- 
known publishing house of John E. Potter & 
Co., of Philadelphia, died at about one o’clock 
on December 11, at his residence, 4846 Green 
Street, Germantown, Pa. Mr. Potter was born 
near Westerly, R. I., on January 26, 1827. He 
sprung from the Potter family which has so 
signally distinguished itself in the fields of lit- 
erature, the arts and sciences, on the bench, 
and in the halls of legislation. 

Mr. Potter was an unusually active business 
man, and he inherited much of that vigorous 
energy and pertinacity so characteristically shown 
in the prosecution of his immense business inter- 
ests inafter life. In 1853 he established himself 
in a modest office on Third Street, near Chest- 
nut, in Philadelphia. From this place he issued 
the first edition of his first venture in book-mak- 
ing—Dr. Belcher’s ‘‘ Religious Denominations of 
the World.” The work met with signal suc- 
cess, and more than fifty thousand copies were 
sold. 

Greatly encouraged by this success, he decided 
to enlarge his facilities for the business, and so 
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in the following year he removed to 617 Sansom 
St., where for more than a quarter of a century 
he conducted one of the most extensive and 
prosperous book businesses in America, his prin- 
cipal line of works being of a religious character, 
embracing editions of family and pulpit Bibles, 
both Protestant and Catholic. His business hav- 
ing developed to such proportions as to require 
the tenure of three large buildings, the firm de- 
cided to concentrate all the departments in one 
extensive building, and with that view removed 
to the northeast corner of Tenth and Filbert 
Streets. From this locality they again removed 
to their present commodious quarters at I1II and 
1113 Market Street. 

His sons, John E., Jr., and Clarence H., be- 
came members of the firm in 1889 and January I, 
1893, respectively, and succeed their father in the 
management of the extensive interests of the 
house. Mr. Potter’s health began to fail over a 
year ago, and theugh he visited Florida and such 
climates as his physician recommended, no per- 
ceptible improvement was experienced. His 
strength and physical powers gradually forsook 
him, and he passed away gently and peacefully. 
His death at this time is all the more distressing, 
as his wife, who had been nursing him through 
his illness, was herself taken fatally ill and was 
buried less than a week ago. 

Mr. Potter was a member of the Fifth Baptist 
Church, of Philadelphia, since 1866, and for six- 
teen years was the honored treasurer of that 
church. He was also a prominent member of 
the Masonic fraternity, being a member of Pot- 
ter Lodge F. A. M., a life member of Harmony 
R. A. Chapter No. 52, and a Sir Knight of St. 
John’s Commandery No. 4, all of Philadelphia, 
The funeral took place from his residence on the 
afternoon of the 14th. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


ELIZABETH OAKEs SMITH, the widow of Seba 
Smith, the famous ‘* Major Jack Downing,” died 
a few weeks ago at the age of eighty-seven. 
Mrs. Smith was the author of a number of popu- 
lar books and poems, among the latter of which 
‘‘The Sinless Child” may possibly still be re- 
membered, though most of her books have been 
long out of print and forgotten. About forty 
years ago she was the social literary star of many 
a New York and New England parlor. Since the 
death of her husband she retired to her home 
in Blue Point, Long Island, sadly conscious of 
the fact that she had lived her day. Owing to 
failing health she removed to North Carolina, 
where she died suddenly. Her body was laid at 
rest in Blue Point. 


Pror. EuGen LELLMANN, who diedon the goth 
inst, at Giessen, Germany, was an American 
who had become prominent in the scientific circles 
of the German universities. He was born in 
New York City in 1856. He studied at Lemgo 
and Gottingen, and in 1881 was calledto Tiibin- 
gen to become assistant to Lothar Meyer, pro- 
fessor of inorganic chemistry. In 1890 he was 
made extraordinary professor at Tiilbingen and 
two years later he was made professor of chem- 
istry at Giessen. Professor Lellmann wrote a 
nua ber of works and treatises onchemistry. His 
work entitled ‘‘ The Synthesis of Organic Chem- 
istry” received most favorable comment from 
German scholars. He is probably the only 
American who ever became a full professor in a 
German university.

GEORGE MEREDITH is giving the finishing 
touches to ‘‘ The Amazing Marriage,” the novel 
which is shortly to appear in Scribner's Maga- 
sine. 


THE author of ‘‘ Gossip of the Century” has 
in preparation a profusely illustrated volume on 
the Elban episode in the life of Napoleon, the 
result of personal research among various French 
and Italian archives, and of a visit to the curious 
and neglected island. 


MAURICE MAETERLINCK has been studying the 
mystics, and has written a beautiful introduction 
to the works of the Flemish writer Ruysbroek. 
By arrangement with M. Maeterlinck, the essay, 
along with suggestions from Ruysbroek, will be 
published by Hodder & Stoughton. 


Mrs. EDWINA BooTH GROSSMANN is writing 
some reminiscences of her father, Edwin Booth, 
and begs her father’s friends who possess letters 
from him to send her transcripts of such as they 
may wish to add to her publication.

THE Duchess of Saxe-Altenburg is one of the 
latest additions to the long list of successful roy- 
al and princely writers. Her book, ‘‘A Word 
About Israel,” a treatise on the Semitic question, 
which she published for circulation among her 
relatives and friends a few years ago, has been 
rewritten for the public. Her publishers con- 
sider the teachings of the work so wise that they 
have arranged to have it translated into all the 
principal modern languages. 


MME. SARAH GRAND desires to contradict the 
statement that has lately been circulated that 
‘*‘The Heavenly Twins” was written by Mrs. 
McFall, It seems that the authors of the state- 
ment referred to have been incorrectly informed 
of ‘‘Mme. Sarah Grand’s”’ real name, or that this 
contradiction is another mystification. The Cas- 
sell Publishing Company thus far have been 
unable to supply the demand for the book in 
this country, though they have been keeping the 
presses running constantly since its first appear- 
ance. 


R. L. STEVENSON has written a poem which is 
to appear ina special edition of Mr. Crockett’s 
** Stickit Minister,”’ which will be pub'ished next 
spring, with pictures by most of the Galloway 
artists, and also a good many by Joseph Pennell. 
Mr. Crockett isa Galloway man. Mr, Crockett’s 
new book, which is named provisionally ‘* The 
Raiders,” is to be issued by Unwin on the 1st 
of March. The title originally thought of was 
‘* The Outlaws,” but it was found to have been 
taken up. 


GEORGE Moork has nearly ready a new novel 
on which he has been engaged for the last three 
years. It is to be published next spring by 
Walter Scott, and will be called ‘‘ Esther Wat- 
ers,” a title which finally supersedes the various 
names under which it has from time to time been 
announced. It will be the longest novel which 
Mr. Moore has ever written, longer even than 
‘‘A Mummer’s Wife,” and the chapters which 
have appeared in the Pa// Mall Gazette under the 
name of ‘‘ Pages from the Life of a Workgirl” 
are only an episode of the complete work.

We doubt 
whether a like order has ever before been made, 
and if past ratios be maintained it means consid- 
erably more than half a million circulation for 
the December Cosmopolitan.
